ONE MORE DRUG VICE. 


——__—_—— 


The New and Deadly Poison 
Called Paraldehyd. 


Beats Bromides, Morphine or Chilors1—It 
isa Powerful Hypnotic and a Regular 
Slave Driver—A Doctor in its Power. 


A New York despatch says: Deputy- 
Coroner O'Hare viewed the body of Dr. 
Frank W. Carmon, of No. 336 Broome 
street, yesterday, and decided that death 
was due to blood poisoning ia both aris, 
due to excessive use of a hypodermic 
syringe. 

According to Dr. Franklin Smith, of 
No. 826 Broome street, who attended 
Dr. Carmon, the Istter had been in the 
habit of taking by hypermodic injections 
and through the mouth morphine, 


chloral, chloroform, and last and most 
remarkable, paraldehyd, a comparative- 
ly new, powerful and deadly drug, which 
is wo dangerous and #o rarely used that 
it is said it is only with difficulty it 
can be obtained from wholesale drug- 
houses. Dr. Smith yesterday, exhidited 4 
two-ounce via] which contained a small 
amount of thie strange drug, the bal- 
ance having been drunk by Dr. Carmon 
four weeks ago without killing him. 

It is a clear, watery preparation, with 
a choking pungent, ether-like smell. Dr. 
Smith said yesterday, that a teaspoonu- 
{ul of it constituted an excessive dose, 
and anything more than tbat syould be 
fatal to ordinary human beings, zet Dr. 
Carmon took one and & quarter ounces 
of it in the day and recovered  suffi- 
cieutly from the effects of it to go out 
next day. The day, he did this Dr. Smith 
was called in to attend him, when he 
was suffering from the effects. 

“I found Dr. Carmon apparentiy dy- 
ing,” said Dr. Smith. “ He was bresth- 
ing hard and could not be roused. I 
looked around and found this extraor- 
dinary drug, which you can searcely buy 
in thie city. You can imagine how start- 
led 1 was when his wife told me that 
Dr. Carmon had not even messured out 
any quantity, but had simply put the 
bottle to his mouth and taken what he 
wanted. Fortunately the effect of par- 
aldehyd on the heart, while extremely 
depressing, is not paralyzing. If it were 
Dr. Carmon would not have recovered. 
As it was I sent in hot haste for nitro- 
glycerine, the only, thing that could re- 
vive the action of his heart, and as I 
said, he recovered sufficiently to be out 
next day. 

“Paraldehyd is one of the newer pre- 
parations, and is produced by the ac- 
tion of hydrochloric and sulphuric acids 
on aldehyd. Aldebyd is made of a score 
of different components. Paralydehyd 
is somewhat similar to chloral. A gram 
dose would put any ordinary person to 
sleep, that is, you may call it sleep if 
you wish, but it is really a hypnotic con- 
dition. A teaspoonful, while it might 
not be directly dangerous under favor- 
able circumstances, would put a person 
into a cundition where the physician’s 
watchfulness was of the utmost import- 
ance. Anything over that would prob- 
ably prove deadly, Yet this man took 
eight teaspoonfuls. 

“Last Sunday I was called to Visit 
him again, but he had been dead two 
hours when I arrived. I determined to 
make an examination to discover the 
cause of death, and didn’t have far to 
look, for both his arms were masses of 
corruption from the shoulders to the el- 
bows. They were inflamed to an ex- 
traordinary degree and as hard as rock. 
The glands were foll of pus, thowing con- 
clusively that there was septic poison- 
ing. It came, not directly from the 
drugs, but from the effect of the thou- 
sands of jabs of the hypodermic syringe. 
His arms, from the region of the deltoid 
muscle, were covered with the marks of 
the needle. 

“ As to the drugs he took, he was so 
completely under the influence of the 
habit that morphine had no effect on 
him, and he added chloral and chloro- 
form, till finally he needed something 
more powerful even than they, aud found 
it in paraldehyd. I don’t think he could 
have poisoned himsejf, no matter how 
much he took, aa his system was abso- 
lutely permeated with drags.” 

Mrs. meron said yesterday that her 
husband had euffered severely from rheu- 
matism ever since he was 13 years old, 
and that he had been led by the pain 
to take morphine in gradually increasing 
quantities till be finally became a victim 
te the habit. She also sid that she 
thought the blood-poisoning had been 
caused by his attempt to open one of 
the abseares on his arm With a rusty Ian- 
Set.

A Braddock, Pa., despatch says: Two 
tobe of strikers, cue numbering tweaty- 
five hundred, the other fifteen huadred, 
raided several wines in she district 
around this city to-day, and complied 
all but one of them to close.

From Black Horse Hill the «trikere 
marched to Tinplate Hill, in the limite 
of McKeesport, two miles from Wilmerd 
ing. Ten men were working tucre. The 
mob rushed into the pit, and the miners 
rau for ®& secret passage on the other 
side of the bill.

While it isthe part of the 
Legislature to make laws and administer 
public affairs, for the benetit of the com- 
mu: \‘y at large, and not inthe interest 
of au.y particular class, the interest of ne 
class ought at any time to be overlooked.

ored table covers by dissolving a tea- 
spoonful of oxalic acid in a teaspoonful 
of hot water, and rubbing the stained 
part well with the solution. Ink stains 
may be taken out of anything white by 
simply putting a little powered salts 
of lemon and cold water on the stain, 
allowing it to remain about five 
minutes, and then washing it out with 
soap and water, when the stain will 
uvappear . 

Ink stains on silver or glated articles 
may be effectually removed without in- 
jury to the articles by making a little 
chloride of lime into @ paste with water, 
and rubbing the stains until they dis- 
appear and afterward washing the arti- 
cle with soap and water. 

To remove ink stains from a mahog- 
any table, put a few drops of spirits of 
nitre into a teaspoonful of water, and 
touch the part stained with a feather 
dipped into the mixture. Immediately 
the ink stain disappears the place must 
be rubbed with a cloth dipped in cold 
water or there will be a white mark. 

When the finger-nails are dry and break 
easily, vaseline rubbed on after the 
hands are washed will do a world of 
good, + 

Itubber gloves are a great saving of 
time and labor over the hands, as they 
keep them free from any grease aud 
dirt likely to be absorbed when doing 
housework, 

A raw egg swallowed immediately will 
generally carry a fieh bone down that 
cannot be removed from the throat by 
the utmost exertion, and has got out of 
reach of the saving finger. 

Mildew may be removed by 
the stained part in buttermilk, 
then put the article in the sun. 

Lemon stains on cloth may be remov- 
ed by washing the goods in warm soap- 
suds or in ammonia, 

Dust and marks of children’s fingers 
can be removed from windows by rub- 
bing them with a sponge which has 
been dipped in ammonia and water. To 
remove finger-marka from, and restore 
lustre to the keys of @ piano, wash off 
the marks with a chamois skin wet with 
cold water; then rub the surface with 
sweet oil, mixed with half its quantity 
of turpentine. A liberal rubbing with 
with this mixture will prove effective. 

When oiled walnut furniture begins to 
grow dingy, it can be made to look 48 
fresh as new by re-oiling. Linseed or 
even olive oi] can be used, but pure, 
good kerosene oil is much the beet. Rub 
it well jn with a soft woollen rag, and 
polish with clean, dry flannel.

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A TERRIBLE WEAPON. 


How Mr. Turpins Slaughtering 
Machine Works. 


INTSSVIEWED SIM JN JAIL 


It isa Cannon on the Mitrailleuse Principle 
With Absolutely Automatic Loading 
Apparatus—Huge Ammunition Supplies. 


Paria is still engaged in talking sud 
speculating about M. Turpin’s invention 
of a deadly engine of war, capable of 
wiping out an entire army in a quarter 
of an hour or 60. It will be remembered 
that a few days ago three Parisian jour- 
nalists who had followed M. Turpin to 
Brussels persuaded him to give up all 
the plans of his invention for the good 
of France, and returning to Paris lodged 
the documents in the War Office, 
greatly, it is said, to M. Dupuy’s_ re- 
lief and satisfaction. Until some of- 
ficial report is made on the subject M. 
Turpin’s alleged invention will doubt- 
less remain shrouded in mystery, but 
meanwhile speculation is rife. People 
are asking one another whether Turpin 
has really invented what he says he 
has, whether he actually intended to 
play the traitor, whether he is not him- 
self woefully mistaken as to the value 
his scheme, or Whether the whole af- 
fair is not a gigantic attempt to ex- 
tort money from the Government. All 
kinds of rumors are rife as to what the 
machine in question is intended to do, 
and the following narrative, published 
in June 2, in the European edition of 
N. Y. Herald, is therefore interesting as 
giving M. Turpin’s own views of the 
matter: 

AN INTERVIEW WITH THE INVENTOR, 

The Figaro publishes a most important 
communication from M. Francis Laur 
on the subject of M. Turpin’s invention; 
_ it was in prisou, says M. Laur, that 
Turpin gave me a glimpse of the scheme 
on which he was working. He was 
sufficiently explicit. Between what I 
am going to describe and the perfected 
apparatus there is all the distance 
which separates a mere study from 4 
completed plan, but I believe that my 
account contains all the principal 
points. 

“I have,” eaid Turpin, “applied to the 
cannon the principle of the mitrailleuse, 
with absolutely automatic loading ap- 
paratue. The gunner is done away 
with, and the liquefied gas or other ex- 
plosive is at obee my motor and my am- 
munition. It is only & question of ma- 
chinery, but the trouble i# with the sup- 
plies. To take my weapon into action 
{ want an immense quantity of ammuni- 
tion, and that is why I need a steamer 
or @ train to carry all at once.” 

The railway would thus become a sort 
of line of defence, and a hostile foree 
might be enclosed in them as in a poly- 
gon of iron. An army on the march 
would ouly have to put in its front one 
of my weapons, armored, of course, to 
be able to advance whither it liked with 
impunity. It is a fan of fire covering, 
if need be, a circle twelve kilometres in 
ciameter and sweeping away everything 
before it. 

COULD DESTROY PARIS IN AN HOUR. 


Turpin’s many tabed cannon would, 
says Mr. Laur, discharge little shells 
ouly a few centimetres in diameter. He 
seems to have started from the idea of 
the revolver cannons, fixed on a pivot, 
which are used in the navy, but he has 
found the means of loading automati- 
cally and keeping up a continuous and 
all destroying fire. That is why he re- 
quires a steamer or train to carry tons 
of ammunition. 

ly methodically turning the gun every 
inch of a circle twelve kilometres in the 
diameter can be covered, and, as each 
shell contains an explosive, it would on 
touching the ground burst and scatter 
Cestruction around it. Such a weapon 
placed on the Opera could destroy Paris 
in an hour. 


A DEADLY MACHINE. 


The military invention of M. Turpin, 
of France,technically known as the “War 


ot 


Chariot,” is exciting widespread in- 
terest in Government circles. When they 
asked for some explanation as to the 
operation of the terrible weapon, M. 


Turpin declared that the figures given 
os to four discharges in a quarter of an 
hour, each belching 25,000 projectiles, 
only represented & minimum. He believed 
that his gun could be brought to such a 
pitch of perfection as to enable those 
using it to sweep several army corps off 
a field of battle as by a gust of wind. 
He added that it would do a hundred 
times more damage than heavy siege 
ordnance; that fortifications would be 
of no avail against it, and that iron- 
clads would be rendered absolutely use- 
leas through its effects. As to the prin- 
ciple on which the terrible 
works, M. Turpin affirmed that it had 
an electrical basia and was of the utmost 
simplicity.

“A swarm of bees in June is worth 8 sil- 
ver spoon, 

A swarm in July {a not worth a fly.” 
Have everything ready for the June 

swarme. Know just where to place your 

hands on everything that you will need 

when & swarm comes out, for at such & 

time minutes often mean a great deal. 


Sow. a plot to buckwheat for bee pas- 
ture. You will get grain enough to pay 
for the labor, and the bees an abundant 
honey supply. Buckwheat is one of the 
very best things you can have to feed 
the hens during the winter. 

If all the queen celle but one are re- 
moved there will be no after swarm 
issue. 

A family of successful honey producers 
in Illinois hive a second swarm and place 
it on the top of its parent colony until 
evening, when it is poured off the old 
hive, which it enters. By morning all 
the young queens have been destroyed, 
and swarming for the season has been 
dispensed with. 

The queen celle are sometines built on 
the face of the comb and are hard to 
find, or they are built at the edce or {n 
the notch where the comb Joins the hive 

The best time of day to move bees is 
in the evening. By so doing the dis- 
turbance that naturally arisea will be 
quieted down by morning. 

The adulterations with which pure 
honey ie mixed are too numerous to men- 
tion,or rather appear in too many forms. 
We have eeen honey that looked pure and 
good that was a rank fraud, and every 
bee-keeper is interested in keeping up 
the fight against adulterated honey.

From the time when the eherry pats 
forth its blossoms, one of the earliest 
fruit trees, to don its beautiful garments, 
until its ripe clusters are to be 
eatem it is a delight to the eye. 

Dead ripe cherries are delicious to the 
palate and when plucked and eaten on 
the same day are generally wholesome 
enough. But beware, says Harper's 
Bazar, of those that have traveled by 
land or water before they reach the 
hands of the consumer! They are almost 
poisonous when stale or bruised. 

Cherry Pudding (baked).—1 piat milk, 
1 pint flour, half cup sugar, 2 eggs, 2 
teaspoonfuls baking powder, 1 pint 
stoned cherries. Rub together butter and 
sugar ; add the beaten yolks of the eggs, 
the milk, the whipped whites, the flour 
and baking powder. Cover the bottom 
of a pudding dish with the cherries, 
sprinkle with sugar, pour in the batter 
and bake quickly. Eat with a liquid 
sauce. 

Cherry Dumplings.—Two cups flour, 1 
eup milk, 1 tablespoonful butter, 1 tea- 
spoonful baking powder, & little salt. 
Make a paste of the above, roll it into 
a sect quarter of an inch thick and cut 
into four-inch squares. Put 4 spoorful 
of stonned cherries in the middle of each 
square, sprinkle with sugar, fold the 
edges across and pinch together. Place 
the dumplings in & pan with the joined 
side downwards and bake to & light 
brown. 

Cherry Tart.-Make a good paste by 
chopping together 6 ounces of butter 
and 8 of flour and adding to this half 
a cup of ice water. Roll it out in an ob- 
long sheet half an inch thick, fold it 
and roll it three times. Fill a deep pie 
dish with cherries, sprinkle sugar thickly 
and lay around the edge of the dish a 
29-inch wide strip of your paste. Spread 
your top crust over the fruit joining its 
edges to that of the strip of paste al- 
ready in place. Bake in & quick oven. 

Cherry Pie.—Make the pestry #4 di- 
rected above and provide the pic with 
a lower as well as an upper erust. The 
English fruit tart has no lower crust.
